Excess Charge Attacked. % 

Corporation Counsel Brundage dived right 
into the question at the outset by asking 
President Wheeler what he had to say about 
the excess charge of §2 a month for power 
on the signals for private switchboards. 

Why, we thought that we would be com- 
pelled to charge everybody for that power 
in. order to prevent discrimination,’ an- 
swered the telephone official. ‘‘ We previous 
ly had been charging only tile smaller sub- 
scribers whose business did not warrant put- 
ting that service in free. 

I may as well say that it is the opinion 
of this office that such a Charge is illegal and 
extortionate,” commented Mr. Brundage. 
“ Under the ordinance you must give the 
best service possible by use of the latest ap- 
pliances and you are not doing it unless you 
give this automatic device.“ 

Well, you see began Mr. Hibbard. 

But Mr. Wetten spoke up with some ad- 
ditional reasons why the company should 
not make this “ extortionate ’’ charge. 

That is our opinion. Now, whet will you 
do?’ demanded Mr. Brundage. 

Why, in that case we will not make the 
charge, answered Mr. Wheeler. 


Will Refund Excess Collected. 

“And what about refunding such fees as 
already have been collected—erroneously ?” 
asked Mr. Brundage. 

The telephone officials consented to return 
the money so collected. j 

Mr. Wheeler explained that the com- 
pany hadn't cared so much about this money 
—it was a small matter, he said—but it 
thought best to collect from all of its sub- 
scribers alike instead of leaving the im- 
pression that it was discriminating against 
some of its subscribers. Mr. Brundage sug- 
gested that a good way of avoiding discrim- 
ination was not to make the charge at all. 

And then Ald. Young, father of the tele- 
phone ordinance and reputed friend of the 
telephone company, said the unkindest thing 
of all. 

The telephone ordinance is all right,“ he 
said. ‘It isn’t,the ordinance that is at fault, 
it is the telephone company. The company 
should live up to its agreement. It never 
was contemplated by the ordinance that ex- 
cese charges of any kind should be made.“ 


Four Party Phone Delay. 

At this moment Commissioner Handerg 
began plying the officials with some em- 
barrassing questions. He pointed to scores 
of complaints of delay in the installation of 
5 cent telephones. He told of specific in- 
stances where would be subscribers had 
waited ten pr twelve weeks for this tele- 
phone and practically the only recognition 
they received from the company was a polite 
notice that they would be able to get the 
“dime phone at once. 

“It seems to me that such an argu- 
ment on the part of the company was il! ad- 
vised, to say the least,“ commented the offi- 
cial. “I can't understand such an action.“ 

“I think that I can explain that,“ said 
Mr. Wheeler. The ordinance provides 
that the company is not compelled to install 
this cheaper class of service unless it has 
two applications in the same block. 

However, we expect some additional ma- 
chinery from Germany within the next two 
weeks, asd as soon as it is installed we shall 
be enabled to change this. We will place 
these nickel phones just as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and we will endeavor to prevent any 
dissatisfaction on the part of subscribers to 
such service.” 

Then Commissioner Hanberg wanted to 
know about the recent cuts in expenses 
which had been made by the telephone com- 
pany to the damage of the service. He also 
wanted to know why so many operators hed 
been discharged, stories of which were pub- 
shed in Tue TRIBUNE. A statement on this 


point will be given.

FIRST AUTO LESSON FATAL 


J. A. Lounsbury Runs Down Man 
Directly on Taking Wheel. 


VICTIM A SCISSORS GRINDER. 


Machine Going Slowly. 


J. A. Lounsbury, vice president of Greeniee 
Bros. & Co., ran down accidentally and killed 
a scissors grinder at 3 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon while taking his. Arat lesson in oper- 
ating an automobile. He had just bought 
a car from the White company and, pending 
the arrival of his auto from the factory, was 
practicing with a car owned by the company. 

The accident occurred in Oakwood boule- 


| vard at the corner of Vincennes avenue. 
The car is said to have been running slowly 


when the victim stepped in front of it and 
was run over. 
The man was still alive when picked up 


and he was hurried to the Lakeside hospital. 


He died a few minutes after his arrival there. 
From papers found in his clothing he was 
identified as Povinelli Daniello, 47 years old, 
442 Clark street. Mr. Lounsbury has offices 
in the Railway Exchange building and lives 
at 1002 Graceland avenue. 


First Try at Wheel Fatal. 

Early in the afternoon Mr. Lounsbury laid 
the money for a car on the counter of the 
and, in accordance 
with his agreement, started out to “ take 
lessons.“ Frank H. Duffy, a demon- 
strator, operated the car through the 
downtown streets, but when near Thirty- 
fifth street and Calumet avenue believed it 
safe to surrender the chauffeur's seat to Mr. 
Lcunsbury. A moment after Lounsbury took 
the wheel the accident occurred. The auto- 
mobile, traveling slowly, was following a 
wagon and keeping close to the right hand 
curb going east. Daniello was on the side- 
walk with his outfit and started across the 
street directly in front of the car. Lounsbury 
admits having seen the ecissors grinder, but 
says he had no idea that the man would at- 
tempt to cross ahead of the machine. 

In the excitement Lounsbury was unable to 
stop the car until the victim had been 
dragged about twenty feet. The lamp 
knocked the victim down and sent the grind- 
ing machine against the pavement. The front 
wheel passed over the man's head, but he 
clung underneath the bed and thereby pre- 
vented the rear wheel from passing over 
aun. 

Victim Walks Across Street. 


Daniello wae on his feet before Lounsbury 
and Duffy were out of the machine, and with 
the assistance of a pedestrian he walked to 
the opposite curb and sat down. Then the 
occupants of the car assisted him into their 
machine and hurried him to the hospital, 
where he died twenty minutes later. 

Meanwhile Lieut. Thomas of the Stan- 
ton avenue station had been notified 
that “two strangers had kiduaped a man 
whom they had injured,“ and the police offi- 
cial hurried every available man to track the 
machine, while he himself began teldphoning. 
Just as he got a connection with the hospital 
he received word from the Hyde Park police 
that they had the men in custody, and the 
prisoners were taken to Stanton avenue. 
Later they were released on written promise 
to be at the inquest today. 


Says Auto Was Barely Moving. 

“I feet mighty bad about it,” Mr. Louns- 
bury sobbed at the police station, but I 
cannot see how the accident could have been 
avoided. I had just taken the wheel and 
didn't have the least idea that fe poor man 
intended, trying to cross in front ot us. We 
were possibly ten feat behind a wagon, and 
he surely saw us. We could not have been 


going faster than three or tour miles an 


hour.“

Children of Chicago are to have a church 
entirely their own where the grown ups won't 
ever get cross with them for whispering and

this particular church. 

It will be known as the First Children’s 
church, It is at 910 North Fairfield avenue 
and tomorrow night something like 150 boys 
and girls will march in and dedicate it. 

And what is this boys’ and girls’ church 
to be Hke? you will ask. Now just for a few 
minutes fancy you were a boy or a girl and 
were going to play at running a church, what 
would you have? 

You wouldn't have any long, dreary ser- 
mons, would you? You'd want plenty of 
time for play and you'd want to hear what? 
Just stories about 
Jesus when he was a little boy like your~ 
selves and David and Samuel, and Samson, 
who was so strong until he got his hair cut. 
And you would want to play games out of 
doors and indoors at times, and when you 
gave sociables, such as your fathers and 
mothers do at their churches, you would want 
at least two dishes of ice cream. 


Two Grown Men the Leaders. 

All these things have been planned by the 
two young men—the only grown ups who 
will be allowed in this church—whom the 
children will allow to preach to them ff they 
never get cross. : 

William Filline will be the superintendent 
of this juvenile church. He is a printer and 
three years ago he was graduated from the 
Moody Bible institute. Sipce then his re- 
ligious work has been alm entirely in the 
Sunday school.

Committee to Call on Realty Experts 
to Appraise Land. 


A street valued at $40,000, belonging to 
the city but now in possession of the Peo- 
ple’s Gaslight and Coke company, wes dis. 
covered yesterday by the industrious council 
committee on lands. A gashouse is situated 
on.the property. 

This was only one of sixty-four pieces of 


property discovered to be belonging to the 


city and occupied for divers purposes. The 
committee found factories, switch tracks, 
sterage warehouses, etc., on the public land. 

It was decided to employ a board of real 
estate experts to ascertain just how much 
property—generally occupied for industrial 
purposes—the city owns. Ald. McCoid, 
chairman of the committee, will be at the 
head of this board, but the details will be 
looked after by E. C. Valette, formerly of 
the county recorder’s office and associated 
with various real estate firms. 

We have no complete record of city prop- 
erty since the Chicago fire,” said Ald, Mo- 
Cod. Tunis committee will ascertain how 
much is owned by. the city, how much city 

property was sold for, and its present value. 
It also will investigate the rental paid for 
present city property or that which the city 
at one time possessed.’’ 


Company Gets Two Weeks’ Grace. 

The street now in possession of “the Peo- 
ple's Gas company is Pitney court, at Thirty- 
first street and Archer avenue, and is occu- 
pied by a gashouse. It is 280 feet long and 
sixty-six feet wide, and th® building also is 
bullt over part of an alley and another street. 
The committee holds. that this is all city 
property. The gas company bought it a 
number of years ago from the Mutual Gas 
company. The corporation was given two 
weeks to enable its counsel to investigate the 
city’s claim. 

It was discovered that the United States 
Leather company was paying the Northwest- 
ern railroad $75 a year for a switch in a part 
of Canal street north of Lake street. 


Other Discoveries by Body. 

Some of the other occupations of city prop- 
erty discovered by the committee are as fol- 
lows: 

Alley west of Ashland avenue, between Pan- 
handle right of way and Fifty-ninth street, 16 
180 feet, oceupied by the Union Coal and Lumber 
company. It also has a switch track from the 
Panhandle railway company’s tracks. 

Malta street, between One Hundredth and One 
Hundred. and Third street, west of P., C. and 
St. L. right of way, occupied by Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railway company switch tracks. 

J. Huber, 271 Racine avenue, occupies alley 
running east and west between Herndon street 
and Racine avenue, north of Belden avenue, for 
451x16 feet. 

Northwestern Terra Cotta company occupies 
several alleys and part of Marianna street, as fol- 
lows: Alleys between Hermitage and Chicago and 
Northwestern railway tracks, north of Wright- 
wood avenue, 628x20 feet, 116116 feet, and 115x 
16 feet, and three alleys between Hermitage and 
Paulina street, north of Wrightwood avenue, 16 
x460 feet, 16x450 feet, and 16x246 feet, and Mari- 
anna street, 606x246 feet.

000, as everybody supposed, but $1,500,000.

Wi'.̃ can extend the manual training work 
over there to a cértain extent, and this must 
be done, but we haven't the facilities at the 
bridewell site for anything extensive. What 
I would like to do—and what I believe can be 
done—would be to erect a new building on an 
eighty acre tract which the board owns on 
the northwest, side, bounded by Fullerton, 
Armitage, Fifty-fourth, and Fifty-sixth 
avenues. When we get out there I should 
be strongly in favor of giving the boys regu- 
lar, trade school instruction,” 

For the immediate present it is probable 
that the Worthy school problem will be 
solved by placing “ family officers” at the 
school, who will have charge of the boys dur- 
ing the entire day.. This plan was practi- 
cally agreed on by those who attended the 
conference. 

Conflict of Jurisdiction. 

The principal difficulty that faces the 
school board authorities and the bridewell 
trustees is their legal right to separate the 
two institutions and the conflicting authority 
of state, county, and city. 

As a corrective inetitution the bridewell is 
under state control, and the Worthy school, 
affiliated with it, receives ite pupile from 
county and city courts. In view of this the 
bridewell trustees may decide to take over 
the school, relieving the board of education 
of all connection with it.

George Ma- 
son, and 8. Rogers Towhy, trustees of the 
bridewell, and Miss Minnie R. Cowan, dis-

Lead See-Saws Frequently in the Early 
Stages of the Contest. 


New York, April 28.—{Special.]—The bil- 
liard tournament for the international ama- 
teur championship at 18-2 balk line began 
tonight at the Liederkranz club with Lajcien 
Rerolle of nee victor over J. F. Poggen- 
burg of New York by a score of 400 to 205. 

It was a game in which the lead seesawed 
frequently from one player to the other. But 
after they had rounded into the third string 
the Frenchman played steadier and better 
billlards and drew away. 

Both players were nervous, somewhat 
under the influence of stage fright, at the be- 
ginning and there was much slow, scattering work 
in the early stages.’ The first 200 points especially 
were slow. But Rerolle played progressively bet- 
ter as the game lengthened out, showing workman- 
like billiards toward the close. He seemed a better 
all around performer than Poggenburg, though he 
d not play as rapidly as the latter and is not his 
equal at close nursing. The Frenchman‘preferred 
the wider system play. Hise execution was ex- 
cellent and he was noticeably proficient in cushion 
caroms. 

The balls were a fraction of an inch—one-thirty- 
second, to be exact—arger than are used in this 
country. They are the size used in France, this 
being a éoncession granted Rerolle by the tourna- 
ment committee. This gave an advantage to Re- 


rolle, but the latter said the ivory is heavier than 


that in France Climatic differences account for 
this state of affairs. 

Poggenburg, with his light, delicate stroke, never 
got fully into full swing of his playing ability. 
Twice he failed to get the balls out of balk and 
the globes alwaye scattered on hi beforé he could 
get far along in a run of any size. He beat Rerolle 
to the first hundred mark; also to the second hun- 
dreG mark. 

Playing improved in the third hundred, more so 
by Rerolle than by Poggenburg. A run of 88 by 
Rerolle near the finish was cleverly done and was 
the beginning of the end. It put Rerolle more than 
100 ahead and he went out two innings later. Score:

TWO BATTLESHIPS. 

The senate concurs with the house in 
limiting to two the number of battleships 
to be authorized this year. The president 
was insistent that there should be four: 
Congress, which holds the purse strings, 
would only grant the smaller number. 
That ends ‘the matter for the time being. 
It the majority in congress could have 
been brought to believe that the two 
additional ships would be an effectual in- 
surance against war it would have voted 
them in spite of the fact. that expenses 
are outrunning receipts and that economy 
is highly expedient. The majority did 
not agree with the president as to the n 
of so much insurance. The coming years 
will determine whether it or the president 
was the wiser. 

There is a belief which perhaps is not 
ill founded that the result of this year’s 
contest over battleships will be an an- 
nual provision for two ships, thus doubling 
the program of recent years. In 1906 
only one battleship wae authorized; ditto 
in 1907. It would take too long if the 
program of a ship a year were adhered 
to, to provide substitutes for the smaller 
battleships still in commission, which were 
constructed several years ago. Those bat- 
tleships do not compare favorably with 
the huge ones which are being constructed 
| nowadays and should not be counted in 
the same class with them. 5 

The needs of the navy are not restricted 
to battleshi It requires more and bet- 
ter armored cruisers, torpedo boats, and 
torpedo boat destroyers and submarines. 
It needs more colliers and all the other 
paraphernalia of a complete fleet. The 
appropriations for these different vessels 
and for the sailors to man them will add 
to the bulk of future appropriation bills, 
but they will be necessary expenses, 

The special naval activity of one coun- 
try almost inevitably sets the pace for 
others. If a foreign nation with which 
there appeared to be any danger of the 
United States coming into collision were 
to set about Increasing its naval force at 
an unusual rate congress would change 
its present policy and proceed to build 
ships on a more extensive scale. On the 
other hand, if the United States were sud- 
denly to expand its program of naval con- 
struction in a marked degree, other na- 
tions, uncertain as to the purpose, would 
hasten to insure themselves by adding 
more vessels to their fleets. That would 
be an unwholesome rivalry which should 
be avoided for the sake of the taxpayers.

On the recommendation of his father’s 
friend, Dr. von Scheyr, the well known ex- 
plorer, who was at the time Austrian con- 
sul general at Shanghai, he entered at the 
age of 28 the imperial Chinese customs serv- 
ice, under Sir Robert Hart.

During a visit home on leave, he was 
brought into contact with the then Austrian 
minister of foreign affairs, Count Goluchow- 
ski, who wee so much struck by his clever- 
ness and by his knowledge of men and con- 
ditions in China, that he urged him to enter 
the A diplomatic service, pro 
him rapid promotion. 

He returned to China as secretary of the 
Austrian legation at Peking, and a few 
months later. his chief being transferred to 
another post, he was left as chargé d' affa tres. 

His young wife, not even 20 years of age 
at that time, had just quitted Peking for 
Shanghai, to take the ship for her father’s 
home, in Austria, where the birth of her 
first child was to take place, when on the 
eve of her embarkation she was made aware 
of the danger which was about to overtake 
the legations at Peking in connection with 
the boxer insurrection. 

Absolutely refusing to leave her husband 
alone to face the peril, she caused her bag 
gage to be disembarked, and from Shanghal 
returned to Peking, arriving there just before 
the legations were shut off from the outer 
world. 

She was the life and soul of the defense, 
organized the ambulance arrangements, and 
even also the perilous service of keeping the 
defenders of the outworks supplied with am- 
munition, in which she, despite the delicate 
condition of her health, took an active part.

Old Baroness Mathilde von Schiller’s seri- 
ous iliness at Stuttgart is worthy of note, 
since she is the last remaining link with Ger- 
many's famoug poet, her marriage with the 
late Baron Frederick von Schiller, grandson 
of the.poet, having remained without issue. 
The poet himself was the first of his family 
to receive the rank of noble of the German 
empire in 1802, and it was his son, Carl von 
Schiller, head forester of the kingdom of 
Wtirtemberg, who was advanced to the rank 
of baron by the king of. Wiirtemberg in 1846. 

There is no foundation whatsoever for the 
story which seeks to connect the poet's fami- 
ly with the noble Tyrolese family of Schiller 
von Herdern, of which Baron Adolph, now 30 
years of age, making his home at Trient, is 
the principal representative. 

Equally fantastic is the assertion that the 
poet was in any way connected with the 
ancient noble house of Schiller of Freiburg- 
im-Breisgau, a family now extinct and the 
nobility of which dated back to the fifteenth 
century. And in spite of the fact that the 
venerable city of Freiburg-im-Breisgau pub- 
licly prides itself on being the cradle of the 
family which furnished Germany her great- 
est poet, its pretensions in this connection 
have been disproved again and again, notably 
by the eminent genealogist and writer, Dr. 
Richard Weltrich. 

Weltrich, who has made a life study of the 
Schiller family, has traced back the poet's 
ancestry to 1330, and proved beyond all shad- 
ow of @ doubt that his forbears have always 
been well to do peasants and small farmers 
of the district around Grunbach, famous for 
its wines. 

— 

There have been among the poet's ances- 
tors a few tailors, cobblers, and carpenters, 
also a couple of school masters, and a sur- 
geon, namely, the father of the bard, but not 
a single noble, : 

Ur. Weltrich also reproduces in His latest 
work about the Schiller family, a letter 
in which the poet on receiving his patent of 
nobility in 1802, writes to Privy Councilor 
von Voight, saying that inasmuch as he had 
oocasionally sealed bis letters with a seal 
showing a unicorn, he would like to know if 
it could be embodied in his new coat-of-arms, 
and inquiring whether the privy councilor 
thought that there would be any objection on 
the part of the ducal family of Parma, among 
whose heraldic devices it figured, to his 
adopting it. By this letter the poet plainly 
showed that he had no knowledge of any 
noble ancestry. 

it is worthy of note that his fellow poet 
Goethe was of equally humble origin. Goe- 
the’s father was a tailor, his grandfather a 
blacksmith, and indeéd as far back as one 
goes one finds nothing but peasants and arti- 
sans among his forbears. 

Yet for some strange reason or other Goethe 
has always been looked upon as much more 
of an aristocrat than Schiller.
